miners at the White House failed to bring the desiicd result, hencs 
the strike situation is growing more acute. Bitter words were used In 
President Roosevelt's presence and the operators 
displayed 
resent- 


ment over the interference of il-n President in calling the conference, 


Mitchell, leader of the striking miners, is willing to refer all mat- 


ters at issue to arbitrators named by the President, but the operators 
refuse to treat with Mitchell and decline to arbitrate. 
The operators 


insist that they are ready to supply the trying need of coal if afforded 
protection, in the coal fields, whicL means 
the impoitation 
of mori 


troops—federal troops. 


Unionism was the rock upon which the coal interests split, 
AN UPRISING IS FEARED BY PEOPLE SUFFERING FROM COLD 


AND SECRET MEETINGS HELD IN NEW YORK ARE BELIEVED 
TO PRESAGE A REIGN OF TERR OR IF IMMEDIATE RELIEF IS 
NOT GIVEN. 


The operators say that Mitch o?l must be destroyed even if all tha 


people of the United States go cold and hungry. 


The situation is even, worse now than it was before the conference 


was held, for the reason that the operators have practically made a pub- 
lic oath that they, acting as a combi nation, will not deal with" the min- 
ers also acting as a combination. The miners must deal with the coal 
trust as individuals, or not al all. 


Operator Markle asks for more troops in the coal field. 
President Roosevelt may call an extra session of congress shortly 


to deal with this momentous question—the war between capital and 
labor—the greatest issue since tliat of '61. 


It is believed that the next step to be taken by President Roosevelt 


in the strike situation will be to request Governor Stone of Pennsyl- 
vania to call the legislature to take action looking to a re-opening of 
the mines. 
There is also renev/e.i talk of the possibility of an extr-i 


session of Congress for the purpr-.pe of passing a compulsory arbitra- 
tion law in order for the state to seize and operate the mines undc>- 
the right of -eminent domain. There would be required an immense ap- 
propriation for no lands may be seized under this right "without due 
and just compensation." President Roosevelt is keenly disappointed 
over the failure of yesterday's conference. 


Mr. Roosevelt is more than disappointed, however. He feels thai 


he was practically instilted by tfce operators when they attempted to 
turn the tables on him by telling him that he had not done his duty 
in. failing to send United States troops to Pennsylvania to protect the 
non-union, workmen employed by them. The whole attitude of the"op- 
erators was one of resentment tliat the President had intervened in 
the matter. 


THE ISSUES CONDENSED. 


JOHN MITCHELL—We propose that the issues culminating in the strike 


shall be referred to the President and a tribunal of his selection and 
agree to accept his award upon all or any of the questions involved. 


GEORGE F. BAER—The duty of the hour is not to waste time negotiating 


with the fomenters of this anarciy, but to do as was done in the War 
of the Rebellion, restore the majesty of the law. The government is 
only a contemptible failure if it compromises with violators of law. 


DAVID WILCOX—Claimed that the Cnited .Mirie Workers of America con- 


stitute the most extensive coaibi cation and monopoly this country has 
ever known. He cites instances and precedents to show that it is the 
duty of the National Government to interfere.

It is only the elect among: travelers 


•who find- their way to BerchteKgaden, 
in Bavaria, not \ery far Irom Salz- 
burg, writes n correspondent of the 
London Tntler. If you drive in a car- 
riage from thence by road, ;,-ou are 
stopped midway at a customs bouse 
and find yourself leaving Austrian ter- 
ritory for Bavarian. Berchtesgaden is 
beautifully situated, and it has two 
noteworthy attractions, one of them 
the Konigsee, thought by many the 
most beautiful laUc in the world, and 
the other the salt mines. A visit to the 
salt mines gives one au exciting hour. 


Many tourists take tickets at the top, 


but many of the fair sex are deterred 
from using them wlten they see the 
costume that is rendered essential to 
the visit. In other words, they have to 
abandon skirts and adopt a special 
"rig out." One may frequently observe 
that ladies, torn between what they 
consider modesty and curiosity, go two 
or three times to the miaes before they 
screw up their courage sufficiently to 
don the attire and pay the visit. 


The necessity for women to abandon

that a portion of. the mine can only be 
visited, through the "medium of a kind 
of slide.

If One Kiio«ti Wlmt to Wear 


HIMT to Live, He Say*, Polar 
In Quite Endurable— Ouc of tho 
Bent Placeii For 1'coiilc Suffering 
From Pulmonary DlHcuHen. 
Lieutenant Robert E. Peary, the arc- 


tic explorer, has arrived at New York, 
says the Times. 
With him are Mrs. 


Peary and his nine-year-old daughter 
Marie, both of whom went to the arc- 
tic regions lafet summer on board the 
Windward, the, ship that brought the 
explorer back to civilization after a so- 
journ of more thaii four years in the 
frozen north. 


Lieutenant Peary is In excellent 


health and, according to his friends, 
looks hardly a day older than when he 
sailed away in search of the north 
pole. When seen at the St Denis, he 
said he wss very willing to answer 
most any question that might be asked 
him, 
but added that he thought that 


nearly everything that he knew about 
the arctic region and everything else, 
for that matter, had been "pumped out 
of him" since his arrival at Sydney, 
Cape Breton, on the 18th inst 


The first question asked Lieutenant 


Peary was if he thought it possible for 
any man to reach the pole. 


"I certainly do think it possible," an- 


swered the explorer, "and that man 
whose starting point is latitude S3 and 
whose equipment is the best to be had 
and who can strike favorable condi- 
tions for the northward dash is the 
man who will find the pole. Of course 
he will have to keep at it and maybe 
will have to make several attempts be- 
fore he succeeds, but it is the 'try, try 
again' principle that's going to find the 
pole. If 1 could only transfer my ex- 
perience to him, the problem would be 
much simplified." 


Lieutenant Peary was asked if life in 


the arctic was as unpleasant as it is 
sometimes painted. 


"If you know what clothes to wear 


and how to wear them, as well as how 
to travel up there, taken all in all, the 
arctic is not such an unpleasant place 
after all," he replied. "Of course there 
ere unpleasant things connected with 
life in the arctic, but if one is enthusi- 
astic his interest in his work tides him 
o-»er all such unpleasantries. Howev- 
er, if a man were compelled to live in 
the arctic against his will I imagine it 
would be about the most disagreeable 
place under the sun." 


The explorer said he thought the 


arctic one of the best places on earth | 
for persons afflicted with pulmonary 
diseases. In proof of the health giving 
conditions there he said that nearly 
everybody who went up there came 
back weighing more and in a much 
better state of health generally. Lieu- 
tenant Peary said that he did not bring 
any Eskimos south with him this time 
for the reason that those he brought 
several years ago had experienced such 
a hard time, many of them succumbing 
to pulmonary diseases. 


"How about those arctic animals 


which you sent to New York and 
which arrived here last Sunday— do 
you think they will be able to live in 
this climate?" 


"It's quite a change from 78 degrees 


north to this clime," replied Lieutenant 
Peary, "but we got them here all right, 
and with proper attention I think the 
animals should live."

desire to say that we are, not prompt- 
ed to suggest this

claims. In deferring to your 
v:e are prompted by no fear on our 
part to continue the 
contest to a 


successful issue, thanks to the genei- 
ous assistance rendered by our fellcw 
workers in this and 
other 
lards; 


thanks to a justice-loving American 
public, whose sympathies are always 
on the side of right, we are "able to 
continue the struggle indefinitely. But 
confident of our ability to demonstrate 
to any impartial tribunal the equity 
of our demands for higher wages, we 
propose that the issues culminating 
in this strike, shall be referred to you, 
and a tribunal of your own selection, 
and agree to accept your award upon 
all or any of the questions involved 
If you will accept this responsibiUy 
and the representatives of the coal 
operators will signify their willing- 
ness to have your decision incorpor- 
ated in an agreement, for not less than 
one year nor more than five yearn, as 
may be mutually determined between 
themselves and their anthracite coai 
mine workers and will pay the sjale 
of wages which you and the tribunal 
appointed by you, shall 
award, we 


will immediately call a convention 
and 
recommend a 
resumption 
ol 


work, upon the understanding that 
the wages which shall be paid, are to 
go into effect from the 
day upon 


which work is resumed.

JOHN MARKLE'S STATEMENT. 
Mr. President, I represent the indi 


vidual coal operators and in addition 
thereto we represent far-better thrift 
Mr. Mitchell does a majority of ihe 
anthracite 
coal workers, 
ineluclin; 


some 17,000 men who are now word- 
ing endeavoring against great odds to 
relieve the public of the possibilities 
of a coal famine, in making this ap- 
peal to you. Mr. MitcheiTs organisa- 
tion is a small minority of the total 
number of workers in the anthracite 
coal fields and he is holding a laige 
majority by intimidation, coercion and 
attempts at bodily tarm. If you desire 
anthracite coal to be placed in the 
market 
quickly, take the necessary 


steps at once and put the 
federal 


troops in the field and give to those 
desiring to work proper 
protection. 


By proper protection is meant that 
the men desiring to work shall not 
only be allowed to do, so but shall IK 
protected while doing so; 
at tbe'r 


homes, while going to and from their 
work and at the operations where 
they arc employed; and in addition to 
Ihis, while the men are absent from 
their homes at work, their families in 
their homes must also be protected. 
You do this (the citizens of the Unit- 
ed States whom 'I represent seem f<> 
feel that they have a right to ask this 
of you) and I will asure you that an- 
thracite coal will be rapidly pla-e-1 
in the market to relieve the serious- 
ness of the situation.

Will you 
do it? 


MITCHELL'S REJOINDER. 


The president asked Mr. Mitchell if 


he had anything further to say: 


Mr. Mitchell said: 
"The charge made by the 
gentle- 


men that twenty murders have bean 
committed in the anthracite coal re- 
gions during the present strike is un- 
ti-ue. If they will name the men, and 
will show that they have committed 
the murders, I will resign my posi- 
tion. That is a fair proposition. 


"Mr. President that is a fair ex- 


ample of how our organization and 
our people arc maligned. The trutfc 
of the matter is, as far as I know, 
there have been seven deaths, unfci- 
tunately. No one regrets them more 
than I do. Tiuee of them were com- 
mitted bj the coal and iron police 
and no one else lias been charged with 
them. God knows the miners uo not 
escape being charged with' everything 
done there. They speak about burn- 
ing buildings. 
There was a reward 


offered for burnings. I can bring af- 
fidavits of a hundred people if neces- 
sary that the lightning caused one 
burning that they charged to the 
United Mine Workers. Mr. President, 
I have admitted on more than one oc- 
casion that there has been some law- 
lessness, but I will say that a. large 
portion of such lawlessness has been 
provoked by criminals who have bwn. 
brought into the anthracite coal re- 
gions to recruit the coal and iron po- 
lice. I want to say, Mr. President, 
that I feel very keenly the 
attarjvs 


made upon me and my people, but I 
came here with the intention of d»> 
ing nothing and saying nothing that 
would affect reconciliation." 


OPERATORS STUBBORN. 


The President then 'asked the repre- 


sentatives of the anthracite compan- 
ies whether they would accept Mr. 
Mitchell's proposition. 


They answered, "No." 
In response to a further 
question 


from the President they stated that 
they would have no dealings what- 
ever with Mr. Mitchell looking toward 
a settlement of the question at issue, 
and. that they had no other proposi- 
tion to make, save what was eo 
tained in the statement of Mr. Baer, 
which, in effect was that if any man 
chose to resume work and had a diffi- 
culty with his employer both shouH 
leave the settlement of the question 
to the judge of the court of common 
pleas for the district in which the 
mine was located. 


At about 5 "o'clock the 
conference 


was brought to a close without any 
agreement. 


OPINION AROUSED. 


The suggestion was made in admin- 


istration circles, though not as com- 
ing from the President, that the re- 
sult had been to arouse and concen- 
trate public sentiment. One of the 
President's advisers who was seen in- 
timated that some consideration had 
been given before the conference to 
the future course of the administra- 
tion in the event either • party 
re- 


fused absolutely to do anything to- 
ward 
a settlement 
He 
intimated 


that there was a possibility the inter- 
state commerce commission might De 
able to take some steps'with respect 
to carrying charges on the anthracite 
coal roads. Still public sentiment; he 
added, was the chief resource of the 
president as to both parties to tl»e 
strike. 


DEMAND SEIZURE OF MINES. 
Cleveland, O-, Oct 4.—Resolutions 


demanding the seizure and operation 
of the anthracite coal mines by the 
government were adopted by a mass 
meeting attended by about 1.200 cit- 
izens last evening. Addresses were 
delivered by Thomas Fitzsimmoi.s. 
Mayor Sam Jones of Toledo, and oth- 
ers. 


UP TO GOV. STONE. 


New York. Oct 4.—The concensus 


ot newspaper opinion on yesterdays 
strike conference as expressed in ed- 
itorials this morning is that the op- 
erators should be taken at their word 
and that it 5s up to Governor Ston3 
to maintain peace in Pennsylvania. 


The Tribune today says: "There can 


be little doubt that Mr. Mitchell's of- 
fer will be generally regarded as fair 
and that the curt refusal of the op- 
erators evn to take H into consider-' 
ation will be as generally condemne'.' 


The Herald: "The upshot ot yes'er- 


day's conference Is that the miners 
are bent upon sustaining their union 
and that the operators are determined 
to 
crush It and neither side has 


enough patriotism or humanity to re- 
linquish its po&ition in the Interest 
of the greatest and most vitally In- 
terested—the public." 


SENATOR BLAIR'S OPINION . 


Manchester, N. H., Oct. 4—-In -an 


interview on the coal situation fromer 
U. S. Senator Henry W. Blair, ex- 
pressed the opinion 
that 
the only 


resource left was for President Roose- 
velt to use the military power o-. the 
government to take possession of the 
anthracite coal fields. Mr. Blair says 
in his opinion 'here is ample consit 
tutional authority for such proceed- 
ings.

Early Morning Exercise. 


But the lesson I am about to give 


applies to any person, man or woman, 
as a general health builder. 


These exercises require no apparatus 


and should be taken the first thing on 
awakening in the morning. 


When you have given the body a 


good stretch, throw the covering off 


But If the abdomen is inclined to- 


ward corpulence this will he the best 
thing you could do to reduce it. 


Keep the legs straight. GO as to 


stretch the muscles of the buck and 
stomach well. 


I do theso t\vo exercises night and 


morning, and I have done them so long 
I don't have to think about (hi-in. 


It's part of my getting up. 
The best movement 1 know of is the 


one I shall recommend to take after 
you get out of bed. 


First, stretch the body by lifting the 


hands over the head and drawing in a 
long breath. 


Then bend forward, keeping the knees 


straight, and touch the floor with the 
tips of your fingers. 


If you can't touch it, come as near to 


it as you can and then raise tha body 
and bend backwaid as far as you can 
go, keeping the arms outstretched. 


Good For What Ails You. 


The first part of this movement ex- 


ercises the same organs that the pre- 
vious two exercises did. 


The last part of it is good for the kid- 


neys and the chest and lungs, squeez- 
ing the first and expanding the second. 


This movement will make 3-011 breathe 


fast and fill your lungs with fresh air, 
and accumulated gases will be ex- 
pelled. 


You will positively belch after the 


first trial of this movement. 


I vary this movement by placing my 


hands on the small of my back and 
flexing my knees. 


Then I bend as far back as I can, 


which stretches the muscles over the 
stomach and gives that organ a mas-
